FLAMES LICK AT DIVISION MEET. 


New-County Gathering Hot at Glen- 


dora. 


The County Division Committee 


held 
an enthusiastic and exciting 


meeting Saturday uight at Glendora. 
There being no hall large enough to 
bold the people, the meeting was 
held in the open air. 


The meeting was all the more sig- 


nificant because George D. Whitcomb, 
a prominent rancher of this place, 
is the most conspicuous opponent of 
county division, and is credited with 
having injected considerable venom 
into the anti-division literature. 


Dr. G. A. Gates, president of Po- 


mona College, was the first speaker, 
but, before he could reach the plat- 
form Mr. Wbitcomb injected himself 
into the meeting. 
There were many 


calls for Gates, Whitcomb having 
few sympathizers in the crowd. Dr. 
Gates said: 


"Can we not get together like _one 


family, without any animosity? This 
is not a question altogether of dol- 
lars and cents; it is far broader than 
that. 
Suppose there were no County 


division south of the Tehachepi, and 
a proposition was made to subdivide 
it into counties. 
If it is as economi- 


cal to have a big county, why not 
hnvo one county 
instead of those 


we uow have? 


"It is absurd to say that we here 


in this end of the county cannot 
govern ourselves without being tied 
up with the large municipal interests 
of Los Angeles. 
I believe it will 


be just as good for Los Angeles and 
. San Bernardino as it will be for us 
to form this new county. 
It will be 


good for them, and it will be good 
for us. 
I also believe in the divi- 


sion of the state, or rather I believe 
in acknowledging the natural divi- 
sions which already ^ exist. 
We are. 


not going to have a row on this 
question. 
We will try and solve it 


on a friendly basis." 


At the end of Dr. Gates's speech 


Mr. Whitcomb began 
to criticise 


some of Dr. Gates's utterances. 
He 


was hissed by his fellow townspeople. 
The chairman repeatedly tried to 
stop him aud told him that he could 
talk all 
be wanted to after the 


speakers were through. At this point 
Whitcomb read a document which he 
bad prepared asking the county di- 
vision committee to ineet the anti- 
division cpmmittee, together with 
three ^nen from each district affected, 
'and disouse the question of salaries, 
expenses and assessments, and both 
sides were to stop all 
proceedings 


till 
they had thrashed all these 


questions out. Whitcomb, however, 
threatened Shepherd what he would 
do if he declined. 


At this point Dr. Shepherd stopped 


Whitcomb, saying "neither you nor 
any one else shall blulf me. 
Our 


committee will meet your committee 
anywhere or any time, I but am not 
going to stop; I am going right on 
with this campaign." 


The conditions of Whitcomb's de- 


mand were such thnt if it was accept- 
ed the whole question of county di- 
vision would have been halkcd for 
another year. 
Whitcomb was finally 


squelched 
and hissed to his seat, 


although ho kept up a. running con- 
versation with those around him and 
repeatedly interrupted the speakers. 


Dr. Shepherd said: 
"I am an 


orange grower and I want a horti- 
cultural 
commission who knows a 


June bug from a scale, and not a 
man 
appointed by Walter Parker. 


The heaviest taxpayers in this new 
county are most enthusiastically in 
favor of this division, and if it is 
good for these men it's good for mo, 
aud I am only a small taxpayer. Wo 
do not govern ourselves now, but we 
can govern ourselves if we have this 
new county.''

to turning the meeting into a "rough 
house.'' 


"Now, Mr. Shepherd, in behalf of 


our committee I challenge you to

for private purposes, private gain, 
official 
position, 
and 
speculative 


gain, in aud near Pomona."

Jf the baggage oar and 


not the tender had been derailed,

engine and tender would have run 
ahead of the balance of tho train 
most likely without derailing, cer- 
tainly without running over engine, 
/Jut tho coupling between the engine

Tho missing pieces wore too small to 
hnvo caused tho derailment, in tho 
manner abovo described.

forward trucks, one axle in each of 
the tender trucks was bent, but un- 
doubtedly as a result of tho wreck.

old and often battered Instruments faas 
been variously ascribed to the peculiar 
quality of the varnish,used In their 
construction, to the elasticity of thu 
wood employed and to the ripening and 
Improving effects of age and long use. 


Of late years, however, much crt- 


Oeuco has been given the suggestion 
of an eminent authority that the rmt>! 
cause of tho superiority of the old In- 
struments Is due to a peculiar warp- 
Ing of the wood to a higher arch, e 
buckling caused by tho position ot the 
"F" boles and sound post. 


It might at first thought be suppos- 


ed that the same effect could be pro- 
duced by giving an equal arching to a 
new Instrument, but the effect, If at- 
tained, Is not pcrnuwent, because with 
age tbe nrcliiog increases until too 
great • degree* of rigidity Is th» re- 
sult.—Philadelphia Record.
